The  scholarship  of  all  high  school  students  has  been  ascertained  and 
found  to  be  fair.     12  passed,  3  left  slhcool  before  the  close  of  the  year,  3 
were  conditioned,  5  failed,  and  2  were  graduated. 
Attendance 

The  per-cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  71.  Sickness  and  sev- 
ere weather  prevented  satisfactory  attendance  of  all  children.  Wallace 
Case,  Jack  Saberek,  Samuel  Weber,  Veronice  Fixer,  Ferna  Chatillon. 
John  Welber,  Edgard  Renault,  and  Winfield  Barnes  attended  school  each 
day  and  were  not  itardy  or  dismissed. 
Promotions 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  129  pupils,  73  per-cent  were  pro- 
moted. This  per-cent  of  promotion  is  satisfactory  considering  so  many 
of  the  first  (grade  children  go  to  school  unable  to  understand  and  speak 
English  fluently.  Also,  miany  children  are  sent  to  school  too  young  to  do 
the  work  of  the  first  year.  During  last  year  30  children  entered  the  first 
grade  and  only  7  of  this  numiber  were  promoted  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 
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Thrift 

Children  in  the  North  End  school  have  been  interested  in  depositing 
money  in  the  bank.  All  schools  have  sold  thrift  stamps  and  children 
have  purchased  to  the  amount  of  $192.13.  Grades  four  and  five  in  the 
North  End  school  and  the  (Southeast  school  have  been  especially  active 
in  this  work. 

Agriculture 

There  are  32  agricultural  projects  ait  the  present  time,  26  garden 
projects  and  6  farm  stock  projects.  'Nearly  half  of  the  projects  are  of 
commercial  size. 

The  Riverton  Pair  Association  will  include  (New  Hartford  in  judging 
and  awarding  prizes  for  school  agricultural  work. 
Teachers 

Teaclhers,  salaries  have  been  increased  for  next  year.  This  is  a  wise 
and  just  action.  Teacher  shortage  is  a  serious  situation  in  school  work. 
In  order  ito  compete  with  other1  towns!  In  hiring  coimpeltent  teachers  sal- 
aries must  be  increased  enouiglh  to  attract.  Any  town  cannot  afford  to 
trust  -untrained  teachers  with  the  education  of  the  children.  In  the  long 
run  the  best  give  the  most  efficient  "work  and  return  the  largest  profits. 
Health 

For  two  years  towns  ihave  been  joining  in  hiring  school  nurses  to 
inspect  school  elhildren  and  assist  in  correcting  defects  and  ill  health. 
New  Hartford  could  have  a  school  nurse  for  $400  per  year  if  joined  with 
three  other  towns.    Towns  now  employing  nurses  are  well  satisfied. 

'The  nurse  inspects  the  schools  daily  in    different   towns  and   visits 
each  sclhool  as  often  as  the  supervisor.     If  her  services  are  required  in 
community  welfare  work  she  meets  the  demand. 
Adult  education  and  Americanization 

An  evening  school  for  adults  was  maintained,  for  seventy- five  sess- 
ions beginning  October  30th  and  Closing  April  3:0th.  The  average  attend, 
ance  for  the  entire  session  was  10.16.  Five  men  attended  from  sixty  to 
sixty- eight  sessions.  Attendance  was  reduced  somowhat  by  sickness 
and  because  several  men  working  in  Colinsville  and  registered  in  the 
school  often  returned  too  late  for  the  evening  session. 

The  imen  were  grouped  in  two  classes,  first  and  second  year,  each 
class  (having  a  separate  teacher  for  only  a  small  number  of  sessions. 

In  our  work  with  adults  of  foreign,  birth  the  one  point  that  stands 
out  most  strikingly  is  the  desire  for  sympathetic  understanding  on  the 
part  of  each  foreigner. 

Throughout  the  year  by  visitation  and  casual  interview  we  have  en- 
deavored to  instill  and  arouse  sympathetic  civic  pride  in  town  activities 
and  institutions,  ascertain  family  needs,  and  impart  sucih  useful  infor- 
mation as  was  desired. 

Last  winter  twenty-six  men  of  foreign  parentage  voluntarily  applied 
for  first  pavers  of  citizenship  and  on  examination  each  received  his 
paper. 

The  work  of  the  evening  school  cannot  be  measured  by  a  momentary 
standard.  The  training  given,  though  for  only  a  slhort  period,  will  show 
results  in  the  welfare  of  the  town.

I  have  received  a  petition  signed  by  twelve  "men  earnstly  requesting 
that  an  evennig  school  be  conducted  duing  the  present  school  year.     In 
every  way  you  will  be  justified  in  meeting  this  demand  by  maintaining 
such  a  school  for  at  least  seventy-five  sessions. 
Repairs 

Last  fall  a  portion  of  the  North  End  school  was  wired  and  lights  in- 
stalled. The  entire  building  should  eventually  be  lighted.  On  stormy 
days  children  study  under  a  handicap  unless  artificial  lighting  is  sup- 
plied. 

The  North  End  school  -building  should  be  painted.  This  school  will 
probably  remain  the  permanent  school  of  the  town.  It  is  real  economy 
to  preserve  this  building  in  every  way  possible.  Slate  black  boards  in 
all  rooms  and  single  desks  in  two  rooms  are  needed.  The  rural  school 
•buildings  also  require  painting.  If  one  school  building  could  be  painted 
each  year  it  would  seem  that  the  expenditures  would  not  be  excessive. 
Public  meetings 

On  the  evening  of  November  4th  a.  public  meeting  was  held  in  ttihe 
Town  Hall.  Speakers  discussed  the  evening  school  and  the  work  of  the 
school  nurse.  Demonstration  lessons  with  children  presented  actual 
school  work. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  on  the  evening  of  June  17th.  Dip. 
lomas  were  granted  to  eight  graduates. 

At  tooth  meetings  the  musical  programs  were  exceptionally  fine. 
-Rarely  does  one  observe  school  chorus  work  equal  to  the  sin.°"mg  at  'both 
meetings. 

Public  interest  in  educational  affairs  should  be  manifested  by  a 
larger  attendance  at  meetings  'held  to  further  education  in  the  town. 
The  schools  of  New  Hartford  .merit  the  support  and  approval  of  every 
citizen.

To  the  Town  of  :New  Hartford:  — 

As  Health  Officer  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford,  I  would  respectfully 
present  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending-  September  1,  1920: 

The  general  health  conditions  of  the  Town,  in  the  way  of  contagious 
deseases,  show  a  vast  Improvement  over  the  year  1918-1919. 

Below  are  the  contagious  and  infectious  deseases  reported  to  me 
during  the  year  1919-192.0 :  Measles,  Ave  cases;  Scarlet  Fever,  one 
case;  Liberty  Measles,  two  cases;  Tuberculosis,  four  cases;  Whooping 
-cough,  one  case;  Influenza,  one  hundred  and  nine  cases;  Erysipelas, 
one  case:     Typhoid  Fever,  two  cases. 

Deaths  due  to  contagious  deseases:     Influenza,  four. 

Quarantine  and  fumigation  were  strictly  observed  in  all  infectious, 
and  contagious  deseases. 

The  milk  and  water  supply  of  the  Town  continues  satisfactory. 

The  ice  supply  continues  pure. 

Garbage  and  sewerage  conditions  remain  the  same. 

The  school  houses  will,  as  usual,  he  cleaned  and  put  in  good  condit- 
ion before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.
